NEGRO LYNCHED IN KENTUCKY. 


Blue Grass Farmers Quickly Avenge an 
Assault Upon Defenseless Woman. 

Tompkinsville, Ky., October 22.—News has 
reached here of the lynching of Arch Bau- 
er, colored, who committed an assault on 
and attempted to murder Annie Morrison, 
the eldest daughter of Henry Morrison, a 
prominent farmer of Cumberland county. 

The crime was committed at the Morrison 
home yesterday afternoon about 8 o'clock. 
Miss Morrison received wounds that may 
prove fatal When che neighbors learned 
of the crime they pursued the negro with 
boodhounds and captured him in a small 
cabin within five miles of where the crime 
was committed. 

When they entered the negro begged for 
mercy, but a noose in the rope was quick- 
ly thrown about his neck and he was drag- 
ged, more dead than alive, to the woods, 
where the rope .was tossed over the limb of 
a tree and he was hauled into the air. 

The lynchers left the body and disap- 
peared. Eight bullet holes were found in 
the body this morning.

THE AGING AND COLARING OF CORN 
whisky is an art which previous to ten 
years ago was scarcely known of and was 
pract'ced by none. Up to that time corn 
whisky was considered best when new. 

There is but one distillery in Georgia 
where corn whisky is aged and colored and 
wheré this is made a specialty. This is the 
Mountain 6pring distillery, owned and 
operated by R. M. Rose Company, whole- 
sale liquor dealers of Atlanta.

Aging and Coloring Corn Whisky. 

Mr. R. M. Rose was the first distiller or 
wholesale dealer to age corn whisky for 
sale. In aging the whisky it ig put up in 
slightly charred barrels which colors and 
purifies it and prayvents it from tasting of 
the wood. This whisky is made only for 
the consumer and is sh'pped direct from 
the wholesale house of R. M. \Rose Com- 
pany to the consumer.

The wh.sky is purified during the 
process of dstillation by being ii.tereu 
through chnalicvuai and sand. lt is Niliered 
twice and ail puilsonous properties are re- 
moved in this manner. 

The Water used in the distillation is ob- 
tained trom a pure mountain spr.ng and is 
cunaucted to the still througn pipes, thereby 
having no chance to pecome mixed witn 
suriace water,

perfectly ciean condition and the labor 
wh.ch is employed is experienced and ex- 
pert. 

After the whisky is barreled it‘is placed 
in warm, dry warenouses, the Keys 1t0 
which are in the possession of the govern- 
menoat gpauger. it is in tnese Warehouses 
that tne whisky is aged and here it re- 
ma.ns until it reacaes tne proper age to be 
piacea on Lue Market. 

Walle corn wnh.sky can be colored with 
co.oring matter, .t will not have the fiavor. 
ripeness and bouquet of Rvuse’s old corn

and is handied by no middie man.

Many flora] cfferings were sent to the 
late Lome of Judge Clarke, on Washington 
street, and after the casket had veen cov- 
ered it was found necessary to leave many 
of them at the residence. The grave was 
completely coverei with the flowers piaced 
there by Icving friends and relatives. 

The services. at the church commenced at 
2:30 o’clock, and the auditorium was filled 
before the cortege stopped at the entrance 
It was,necessary to make room for the 
relatives of Judge Clarke, and many were 
forced to remain standing in the rear of 
the church,

- In his sermon over the remains Dr. Lan- 
drum spoke as follows, taking his text 
from Acts xiii, 36: ‘‘After he ‘had served his 
own generation by the will of God he fell 
on sieep and was laid unto his fathers: 

Dr. Landrum said: 

“Salvation is the noblest thought of the 
Almighty concerning us; salvation is the 
biggest word in the lexicon of the human 
race; Saivauion is the gioria in excelsis of 
the redeemed in heaven. lt is a present 
experience as well as a future inheritance. 
It is salvation from hatred to love, from 
doubt to trust, from sin to righteousness, 
from selfishness to service. It takes in the 
whole man and.is operative and effective 
in all his selections. Salvation is to one’s 
self, one’s family, one’s church, one’s com- 
munity, one’s country and the world, 

“Every saved man is an incarnation of 
the spirit of him ‘who went about doing 
good.’ His epitaph is that of Israel’s poet 
king, ‘David after he had served his own 
generation by the will of God fell on sleep 
and was laid unto his fathers.’ 

“We can serve other generations yet to 
come only by serving our own. We can 
serve our own generation only by helping 
individuais; we can help individuals only 
by understanding ourselves; we can under- 
Stand ourselves only by submitting our- 
selves fully and unreservedly unto the will 
of God through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

“Such, in epitome, was the creed of the 
worthy Christian gentleman whose de- 
parture we mourn today. His life, just in 
so far as it was exemplary and praisewor- 
thy and edifying to us, was the illustration 
of these simple but fundamental and sub- 
lime doctrines. The Bibie which embodies 
them was ‘his only rule of faith and prac- 
tice, the test and the touchstome of creed 
and conduct. 


His Early Faith. 


“Tt is an old adage that ‘the boy is the 
father of the man.” Marshall J. Clarke 
gave his heart to his God in boyhood. When 
about fourteen years old he was deeply 
concerned about the worth and dangers of 
his own soul. It was a memorable crisis 
in his history. A great inner revolution 
occurred which resulted in hearty repent- 
anee toward God for all his sins and sim- 
ple, but satisfying trust tn Jesus Christ as 
the ‘Lamb of God which taketh away the 
sins of the wor:d.’ This experience of di- 
vine grace was not transient but perma- 
nent; it inhered in the warp and woof of 
his moral and spiritual constitution; it 
calmed and contrelled his whole subse- 
quent career. While he shrank from pub- 
lic disclosure of his holiest emotions he 
was ever ready to declare, when it seemed 
proper to do so, ‘by the grace of God J 
am what 1 am.’ 


A Courteous Gentleman. 


“It would be out of place for me to de- 
tain you today with any worthy bio- 
graphicaji sketch of our lamented brother 
or to pronounce an extended eulogy. Tlis 
life in this community has been an open 
book, known and read of all men. Who 
of us can ever forget the picture which 
this character has hung up in the halls of 
our memory? How, in all his intercourse, 
he was the courteous, refined gentleman, 
ever manifesting that holiness which ap- 


plies the golden rule in little things. How, 


, 
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as he moved among us, we esteemed him 
a gallant knight, without fear and with- 
Out reproach. He was a man of worthy 
lineage and hereditary culture; he was one 
of those elect, which make up the literary 
leaven of our community, cherishing the 
true, the beautiful, and the good. His in- 
fluence was silent, like that of gravity, but 
potent and pervasive, and that influence 
made our civic righteousness and social 
purity. As a lawyer he was learned and 
laborious; as a judge he wore the ermine 
with dignity and honor, with gentleness 
and firmness; as a patriot he put principle 
above policy and preferred defeat to victory 
bought at the sacrifice of honest conviction; 
as a Christian he was simple and straight- 
forward, seeming to be just what he was 
and being just what he seemed to be; as 
a God-built man he was well-poised, sym- 
metrical, quiet, consistent and courageous. 
It is but simple truth to say that our com- 
munity had few like him and that his de- 
parture was a loss which all must feel and 
which none can repair. 


He Died in the Harness. 


“It pleased God to take him hence in the 
midst of his usefulness. The summons came 
suddenly. True, for more than a year 
Judge Clarke was well aware that he had 
been smitten with an incurable disease. 
This painful knowledge he kept within the 
immediate home circle, and went on in the 
discharge of his professional duties as if 
there were no shadow over his pathway. It 
was his ambition to die ‘with the harness 
on.’ God gave him his desire. There in the 
temple of justice, in the early morning of 
a busy day, in the midst of a case of grave 
importance, with every faculty and power 
devoted to duty, in a moment he was 
called to lay aside his work and quit the 
busy scenes of the human life. Having 
served his own generation by the will of 
God he fell on sleep, sweet, sweet sleep, in 
the bosom of his Father ad his God. ‘He 
giveth his beloved sleep.’ He is not dead 
but sleepeth. 
“Asleep in Jesus! Oh, how sweet 
To be for such a slumber meet. 

With holy confidence hoping 
That death hath lost his venomed sting. 

‘Refreshed by slumber, he will awake 
again in the land that is fairer than day, 
in God's great family reunion where those 
——e are meet again and those who 

eet shal] part no more, By God’ 
let us meet him there,” a ren

THE UNITED STATES WAR COMMIS- 
sion, which spent the day in Atlanta and 
at Fort McPherson Friday, left the city 
On the special train in which the members 
are traveling Friday night at 11 o’clock. 

The visit of the commission to Atlanta 
was @ hurried one, since very [ttle was 
open for the commission to do at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. Only one complaint of uny char- 
acter had been filed with the board against 
the conduct of the post hospitals, and unti} 
that was received it was not intended by 
the commission to include Atlanta in the 
itinerary. From here the commission went 
direct to Anniston, Ala., where two days 
or more will be spent in taking evidence 
estavlishing the manner in which the army 
camp at that place has been controlled, 

Several complaints have reached the com- 
mission from Anniston, some of them being 
it is known, of a serious nature, and more 
time will have to be taken by the board in 
hearing the evidence than was taken at 
Port McPherson. From Anniston the com- 
mission will go to Huntsville, to the camp 
in command of General Wheel@, who was 
recently placed in charge of the corps sta- 
tioned there. After leaving Huntsville, the 
board will go to Chickamauga, where the 
hardest work of the trip will be taken up 
in the investigation of the numerous com- 
plaints that have come to the war depart- 
ment from Camp Thomas. The work en- 
tailed here will probably require a week 
of close attention from the board, since 
complaints and petitions of almost every 
character have come in from officers as 
well as civilians. 

Probably more objections have come from 
Camp Thomas than from all the other 
camps in the south put together, and one 
of the main objects of the administration 
in appointing the commission was to bring 
about an inspection of the record of the 
camp, 48 Well as it can be done from evi- 
dence of an oral nature. 

Captain Howell in Atlanta. 

Captain E. P. Howell, one of the most 
prominent members of the commission. did 
not go to Anniston with the board, but re- 
mained over in Atlanta for the purpose of 
visiting his family. He will go to Alabama 
this morning to be present at the meeting 
of the commission when the work of in- 
spection is being conducted. . 

Since accepting a position on the war 
commission Captain Howell has been close- 
ly confined with his work and is beginning 
to feel the effects of the close confinement. 
With Genera] Wilson he composed the sun- 
committee appointed to visit the camp site 
at Fernandina and report on the condition 
of the camp at that place. The report, 
which was handed to the committee some 
days ago, completely exonerated the offi- 
cers of the army, who were charged with 
having located the camp on property owned 
by young Alger. The sub-committee found 
that the land was in the possession of the 
state of Florida, having reverted to the 
commonwealth only a year ago, for the 
reason that the taxes were not paid on it. 

Captain Howelj refused to taik of the 
work of the commission, since being @ 
member of it, he is not permitted to speak 
regarding the intentions of the members 
of the board. 

After leaving Chickamauga the commis- 
sion. will be divided and half of the mem- 
bers will return to Washington, while the 
other half will go to Cincnnati and De- 
troit, after which they will return to 
Washington and formulate the report to 
be presented to the president.

ed bids throughout the country for a gi- 
gantic order of lumber to be sent to dif- 
ferent points in Cuba. It is the beginning 
of the work of reconstruction in the princi- 
pal towns of Cuba and preparation for the 
reception of the United States army that 
will soon occupy the island. 

It is understood that the mills in every 
part of the country will be given an oppor- 
tunity to secure the contract, but especial- 
ly in the states over which the department 
of the gulf has supervision the bids will be 
sent out in every direction. 

Hard pine wood is wanted by the govern- 
ment and the firms that can deliver the 
material at the southern sea coast towns 
cheapest will be awarded the contract. Un- 
der the circumstances, it is probable that 
some southern mill near the south Atlantic 
or guif coast will be given the work, al- 
though the government reserves the right 
to reject any bid, whatever the agreement. 

Colonel Simpson, quartermaster of the 
department of the gulf, to whom the bids 
will be directed, has sent out circulars giv- 
ing the amount of lumber needed to every 
principal mill in this section and the bids 
will have to be in his office by 11 o’clock on 
the morning of November Ist. 

Altogether the contract calls for 1,350,000 
feet of lumber of different sizes, the largest 
amount of any one kind being 600,000 feet 
of one-inch boards. It is proposed to 
have this lumber delivered to any of the 
following seaport towns: Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Charleston, Newport News, New 
York, Tampa and Miami. 

In addition to the lumber bids that have 
been opened, proposals have been made in 
the same order for 25,000 pounds of nails, 
all of them to be of wire. 


Material Goes to Havana. 

The larger part of the lumber and nails 
will go to Havana, another supply to Ma- 
tanzas and others to Cienfuegos, Neuvitas 
and Gibara. 

Since the materials have been ordered 
to these points on the island of Cuba, it is 
likely that these towns will be landing 
places of the army of occupation which 
will take military eharge of the island un- 
til the last vestige of authority can be 
removed. , 

While the war department has not signi- 
fied what use the lumber is tu be put to, 
it is the impression at the department of 
the guif that the wharves will be built 
for the reception of the troops and store- 
houses and temporary barracks erected 
for the comfort of the men, instead of 
putting them in tents for such a length 
of time as htey will *be required on the 
island.

Colonel James &. Brown Recommends 
——- Reprinting of Georg’a Reports. 


SHOWS HOW STATE CAN DO IT 


Copyrights Are’ Expiring Every Year 
on the Early Reports. 


WILL COLLET BOOKS BY GEORGIANS 


He Proposes To Get Together Ail the 
Works Written by Authors cf 
Our Own State. 


COLONEL JAMES E. BROWN, STATE 
librarian, makes some suggestions of espe- 
cia] interest to Jawyers in his annual re- 
port. He advocates the reprinting by the 
state of the earlier volumes of the Georgia 
Reports. The ultimate life of 4 copyright 
is forty-two years. Colonel Brown Says that 
the copyright has expired on the first twen- 
ty volumes and in the course of @ few 
years the copyright will expire on all the 
reports up to the sixty-sixth. From that 
volume on fhe reports are copyrighted by 
the state. 

The librarian says on this subject: 


“In pursuance of this policy the state 
shou:d, in my opinion, repr.nt all of the re- 
ports prior Lo vo.sume sixty-six that are not 
protected by copyright, to the end tnat the 


<ost of these bvoks may be 80 cheapened | 
reach of every court ; 


as to be within ine at 
official and jawyer who needs them. fhe 
prices now charged for the earlier volumes 
uf Georgia Keporis—trom volume one (to 
volume sixty-five, inciusive—are So exorbi- 
tantly high, by reason or their seare, ty, 
that many lawyers have been unab.e 
provide ful] sets for their libraries. This 
is a serious hardship upon the ‘younger 
members of the profession, especiaily; be- 
cause, even if they have the ‘means with 
which to buy, it ‘s only by chance that they 
will find complete sets of the reports for 
sale at any price. I believe these volumes 
can be reprinted and electrotyped, in edi- 
tions of SO each, at a cost that will not 
exceed $800 or $900 for each edition. If 
this were done, the state could sell the 
reprints as low as $2 per volume, and still 
have a margin of profit in the transaction, 
While the money thus expended would not 
immediately return to the treasury, yet the 
profit accruing from sales would make the 
investment gufficiently remunerative' to 
warrant the undertaking, without taking 
into account the benetit conferred upon the 
public by cheapening the cost of these im- 
portant and Waluable publications. The 
State would likewise be enabled at a nom- 
ma! cost to supply clerks and ordinaries 
with the earlier reports, many of whom 
hate now only incomplete sets. 


Sold at Cost. 

‘Inder the law now of force, original edi- 
tions of Georgia Reports are soid at actual 
cost. About 475 copies of first editions are 
dtstributed gratuitously by the state—374 
copies to ordinaries and clerks, forty-seven 
i9 statem and territories in exchange for 
similar publications, one to each judge of 
the superior court, and additional copies 
{o the supreme court, to the United States 
court for the morthern and southern dis- 
ir.ets of ee: and to certain designated 
Statehouse officials. To defray, in part, the 
cost of the ®ooks thus distributed, I sug- 
fest that first editions of all reports be sold 
at a profit to the state—say 50 or 75 cents 
per vo.ume. Reprint editions are now sold 
at a profit of 50 «ents per volume, and the 
profit on original editions ought not to be 
less, 

“Bithert ‘do this of fixe a'‘uniform price 
of:$2 per velume for all reports—first as 
well as reprint editions They are now sold 
at $1.50, $2 and $3. Only ‘the 90th, 91st, 93d, 
Sith and S%5th are sold at the last named 
price. and these wil! soon be reprinted. Phe 
$2 volumes are the 96th, 97th, 98th, 99th and 
1C0th.”’ 

Colonel Brown advises that 5,000 copies 
of the acts of the general assembly should 
be printed each year in order to supply the 
dercand. That number would be none too 
few. he states. The state has been publish- 
ing only 326” copies a year and after sup- 
p ying the members of the genera] assembly 
the state and county, officials and judicial 
officers. there are hardiy enough left to 
supply the Atlanta bar, much less the at- 
torneys over the rest of the state. 

It is recommended by the librarian that 
the reprints of the Georgia Reports be re- 
duced from 8” copies to 250, 

Colone} Brown suggests that the depart- 
ment reports and similar books from other 
States be disposed of, as they are of no use 
and are taking up valuable space in the 
library. 

The librarian has a plan in mind to 
make a collection of a!l books by Georgia 
uuthors, and gays of this matter: 

Books by Georgians. 

“During the coming year I shall under- 
take the collection and classification of a 
complete list of the works of Georgia au- 
thors. Every Georgian, of whatever re- 
nown, who has writien a book should be 
represented in our state library. As a nu- 
cleus for such a collection we have already 
quite a number of rare and interesting 
volumes, and in my judgment it should be 
made as complete as possible. Georgia au- 
thors have added much to the reputation 
of the state in the literary world, some of 
whom take rank with the. best writers in 
the country, and all deser the honor of 
having their productions catalogued in the 
state’s repository of literature, history and 
biography.”’ 

In conclusion, the librarian says: 

“The state is to be congratulated upon 
the excellence and value of its library. The 
shelves devoted to law textbooks are being 
constantly replenished with the works of 
tWe best authors, while the court reports 
and statutes of other states are added as 
fast as published. The various encyclope- 
dias, law reports and other useful helps 
to legal erudition, are likewise found in 
the collection. Indeed, I do not deem it an 
extravagance to say that ours js the most 
modern, most extensive and best assorted 
law library in the south, and believe a 
comparison with other state Nbraries in 
our section will justify this claim.”

Col. J. M. Terrell Makes Impartial Sug- 
gestions About the Laws. 


| HE SAYS SOME NEED AMENDING 


Advises That State Treasurer Bs Em- 
powered To Lxamine Private Banks, 


HE IS UNDER AN INJUNCTION NOW 


Recommendation Also Ma7e That Rail- 
road Commission Law Be Amend- 
ed to Strengthen Board. 


HON. J. M. _TERRELL, ATTORNEY 
general of the state, bas completed his an- 
nual report to the governor. In this pa- 
per the attorney general reviews the work 
- Of his office for the past vear, and he joins 
, with the etate librarian, Colone} Brown, in 
recommending that the state republish the 
early volumes of the Georgia Reportg so 
that Fhey may be placed within reach of 
every lawyer. 

The attorney general advises that the 
railroad commission law be so amended 
that the commission shal] have power to 
compel a railway to issue bills of lading 
over connecting lines. He also reconimends 
that the law be so amended as to fix the 
venue of all brought by direction 
of the railroad commission for violations 
of its orders requiring the erection of de- 
pots in the county where the order is to 
be executed. 

The prison commission is reviewed, and 
it is recommended that the .law applying 
to the examination of private atate banks 
by the state treasurer be amended to con- 
fer upon the treasurer that apthority. 

Below ig the attorney general’s report in 
full, with the exception of a recapitulation 
of the capita] cases now pending in the 
State supreme court’ 

Railroad Commission Cases. 

“At the date of my lust report rhere 
was pending in the supreme court of this 
State a bill of exceptiuns to the judgment 
or the superior court of Laurens county 
sustaining the demurrer in the case of the 
State vs. Wrightsville and Tennille Rail- 
road Company. This case arose from a 
failure of the Wrightsville and Tennille 
Railroad Company to obey rule 32 of the 
railroad commission. The principal ques- 
tion = presented by the pleadings” was 
Whether the railroad commission had the 
pOwer under the law to compel a railroad 
to issue a through bill of lading beyond 
the terminus of itg own line. Ruie 32 was 
construed by the commission as covering 
this question, and upon the refusal of the 
W rightsviile and Tennille Kaiiroad Com- 
pany to issue such through pbitis of iad- 
ing to shippers along its line, unless the 
shipmenis were mauve over the line vf tne 
Centra) of Georg™ Railway Company, tne 
commission d.recited the filing of a suit to 
recover the penalty of $5,000 for violation of 
rule 32, The defendant demurred to this 
Snit upon the ground that the railroad 
commission had no right to require the 
issuing of through bills of lading to points 
beyond its own term.nus. Tnis demurrer 
was sustained by Hon. John C. Hart, judge 
of the superior court of the Ocmulgee cir- 
cuit, at the July term, 1897, of Laurens su- 
perior court, an@ on June 7, 1898,. the su- 
preme court aflirmed this judgment in the 
following language: 

“‘The:e is no law which confers upon 
the railroad commission of this state the 
power to compe] a railroad company to 
make a contract for the shipment of goods 
beyond the terminus of its own line, or to 
issue a@ through bill of jading binding such 
company eo to do; nor is the fact that a 
railroad company actually 


suits 


its own terminus to a designated point, 
and issue bills of lading accordingly. when 
the same are routed over a particular one 
of its connecting lines, to be treated us 
unjustiy d.scriminating against another 
connecting line, because the company first 
mentioned refuses to issue through bills of 
lading for the shipments over the laiter of 
goods consigned to the same point of des- 
tination.’ 

“in view of this decision, I respectfully 
svegest that the law be so amended as 
to confer this power upon the ra;lroad com- 
missicn. 

“There was also pending in the supreme 
court at the date of my last report a bill 
of exceptions filed by the Centrai of Geor- 
gia Railway Company to the judgement 
rendered by Hon. Marcus W. Beck, judge 
of the superior courts of the Flint circuit, 
at the August term, 13897, of Monroe s'i- 
perior court overraling the demurrer in 
the case of the State v. Central of Georgia 
Rallway Company. This was a suit brought 
in Monroe superior court by directioa of 
the railrozd commission to recover the 
prescribed penalty for failure of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company to com- 
ply with an order of the commission rela- 
tive to the erection of a new freight and 
passenger depot at Forsyth. The defend- 
ant filed a demurrer to this suit upon the 
grounds that the superior court of Monroe 
county did not have jrisdiction of the ac- 
tion: that the railroad commission did not 
have authority to pass an order requiring 
the location and erection of depots: that 
the act of October 29, 1889, which sought to 
confer that power upon the commission 
was unconstitutional in that it contained 
subjéct matter different from its title and 
injected into the original railroad commis- 
sion act matter not covered by the title; 
that the act of 1881 amendatory of the 
title of the original commission act amend- 
ea only ‘its title and, therefore, did not 
cure the defect in the act of 1889: that the 
original commission act was embodied in 
the code of 1482 and, therefore, no amend- 
ment could be made to that act, except 
by an amendment to the code of 1882; that 
no penalty was prescribed for violation 
of the orders of the commission with ref- 
erence to the establishment of depots, and 
that the act conferring the authority upon 
the commission to order the erection of 
depots is contrary to both the constitution 
of the United States and the state of Geor- 
gia, in that it deprived the defendant of 
its liberty and property without due pro- 
cess of law. The questions arising under 
this bill of exceptions were argued at con- 
siderable length hefore the supreme court 
in May, 1898. by Messrs.’Hall & Boynton, 
Messrs. Lawton & Cunningham and Hon. 
Washington Dessau for the piaintiff in er- 
ror, and myself for the state. -Upon the 
argument both before the superior court 
and supreme court I took the position that 
notwithstanding the unconstitutionality of 
the act of 1889, by reason of the defect In 
its title, the commission had the power, at 
the time the depo§ was ordered to be erect- 
ed at Forsyth, to make such an order as 
the provisions of the unconstitutional: act 
of 1889, which sought to confer such power 
on the commission. had been codified in 


the code of 1895, which had been adopted 
as the code of Georgia bv the act of De- 


+ cember 16, 1895. and that the effect of this 
i' act was to make as part of the statute 


law of the state all new matter embodied 
in the code which could be constitutionally 
enacted by the legislature. This contention 
brought before the court for adiudication 
the question as to whether or not the p-o- 
visions of our constitution as to the title 
and «eubiect matter of an ect and the read- 
ing of bills on three separate davs im ench 
hovee were such as to prevent the legisla- 
ture by one act from adopting a code of 
laws. The many cranges in the code of 


1895 and the incorporation therein of many 
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statutes which were unconstitutional by 
reason of defective titles, or upon the 
ground that the same contained more than 
one subject matter, rendered this the most 
important question that had been before 
the court for determination in many years. 
On July 27th the «<ourt reversed the de- 
cision of Judge Beck upon the first ground 
set out in the demurrer, viz. that fhe 
superior court of Monroe county did hot 
have jurisdiction of the suit, but sustained 
his position upon all of the other grounds 
of the demurrer, and in a very able and 
well considered opinion by Mr. Justice 
Lewis settled the question as to the status 
of the code of 189, the following being the 
4? ‘ -~jOn. 

“1 If a raflroad company of this state 
refuses to compiy with an order passed 
by the railroad commissioners requiring it 
to erect a depot building in a given town 
or city through which the line of its road 
passes, such refusal, in contemplation of 
law, is at the company’s principal office 
or place of business, and consequently the 
superior court of the county in which that 
office is located, and it alone, has jurisdic- 
tion of an action by the state against 
the company for the recovery of the penal- 
ty incurred by the cumpany in refusing to 
yield obedience to such order. 

‘2. The intention of the act of December 
16, 1895, adopting the present code and 
making same of force as the code of Geor- 
gia, is to enact into one tute law all 
the provisions embraced in code. 

“3. This act is not uncon tional be- 
cause it did not incorporate WM its body 
the various sections of the code, nor be- 
cause these sections were not read three 
times and on three separate days in each 
house of the general assembly before the 
passage of the act. 

“ ‘4. The act in question does not, within 
the meaning of articie 3, section 7 and 
paragraph 8 of the constitution of Georgia, 
refer to more iuan one subject matter, 
nor does it contain matter different thom 
wnat is expressed in the title thereof. 

“5 .ue effect of tnis act is to make as 
part of the law of the state all new mat- 
ter embodied jin the code of 1895 which couv.:d 
be constitutionally enacted by the .cegisia- 
ture.’ 

“It follows, therefore, that an act, thouga 
unconstitutional as originally passed on 
account of containing matter different frxm 
What was expressed in ils Lille, if otherwise 
constitutional, became valid law by its in- 
corporation in the present code upon the 
Ppassuge of the act first above mentioned. 

“Under section 2198 of the code a penalty 
of $5,uW is prescrivea against any raurvad 
company doing business in this state for a 
Violation of the ru.es and reguiations of 
the commission, which may be recovered 
by suil in the superior court of ihe county 
where such vioiation has occurred ur wrong 
has been perpetrated, Th.s section is con- 
Strued by the supreme court in the uiove 
mentioned case as not authorizing the 
bringing of a suit against a vommpany in 
the county where the depot is ordered by 
the commission to be erected, unless the 
home office of the company is located in 
such county, for the reason, as stated 
in the op.nion of the court by Judge Lewis, 
that the ‘wrong was perpetrated by the 
company through its principal otticer, who 
faiied or refused to obey the order in qi es- 
tion. The violation, therefore, occurred 
in the county where the company’s j:rirci- 
pal office is located, and there the wrong 
Was perpetrated.’ Every good reason in 
favor of fixing the venue of suits for yiola- 
tion of orders of the commission as to over- 
‘charges of freight and similar orders ‘n the 
county where the order is violated by mak- 
ing the overcharge or other similar viola- 
tion exists in favor of fixing the venue 
of suits for the failure to comply with an 
order as to the buiiding of a depot in the 
county where such depot is to be erected. 
The expense to the state of a trial in the 
Superior court of the county where ihe de- 
pot is ordered built would be much less in 
most cases than in the county of the home 
office of the company, and to the detendant 
the expense would be less in a great many 
cases and only in rare instances wouid it 
be more. In cases where the reason.v.ole- 
ness of the order is cailed in question the 
witnesses to sustain the action of the 
commission, who are generally vesidents 
of the county where the aepot 3s iveated, 
would have to be carried to the courty 
of the home office of 4he company or be 
therefore respectfully recommend that sec 
tion 2196 of the civil code oe ameajied 
So as to fix the venue of all suits brought 
by the direciion of the commission for vio- 
lation of its orders, requiring the erec- 
tion of depots, in the county ‘nere the cr- 
der is to be executed 


Northeastern Railroad. 


“The suit in Fulton superior court against 
the lessees and their sureties for $8,060, the 
amount of the rental due the state at the 
time of the seizrre of the Northeastern 
rai.road by the governor for non-payment 
of rental, has not yet been disposed of. The 
case has not been reached in its regu.ar 
order upon the docket, and I have not 
sought to advance the hearing as provided 
by se.tion 24 of vo.ume one of the code. for 
the reason that I have been notified that 
the defendants would petition the general 
assemfiy at the approachng gess.on to 
Erant them relief by allowing certain equi- 
ties cla med by them which the court would 
have no author.ty to allow. 

“The proceedings in Qiarke superior court 
under which a receiver of the lessees was 
appointed, and jn which I intervened in 
behalf of the state, claiming thaf the state 
was ent t:ed to preferential payment out of 
the assets of the lessees will be heard at 
the October adjourned term of that court 
to be held during December next. Em- 
ployees of the lessees engaged in operat- 
ing the Northeastern railroad immediately 
prior to its seizure by the state claimed y 
preferential lien on these assets. After a 
thorough inyest gat’on of the questions in- 
volved 1 fee] quite sure that the contention 
in behalf of the state will be sustained. I 
make this statement for the reason that I 
have learned from the a.torneys of these 
employees that a petition will be presented 
to the general assembly asking thut the 
state withdraw the claim made to the as- 
sets of the lessees in the hands of the re- 
ceiver. 

Prison Commission Case. 


“Last April the Southern Mining Com- 
pany fied a petition in Fulton superiar 
court against W. B. Lowe and the prison 
commission, by which it songht to restrain 
the comm ssion from entering into a con- 
tract with W. B. Lowe under a bid sub- 
mitted by Lowe for a certain number of 
convicts upon the ground that the Southern 
Min ng Company was interested in the bid 
made by Lowe, and for that reason claimed 
commission should contract with 
it for a portion of the convicis. I fled a 
behalf of the commiseion, to 
this petition, whch was sustained by Hon. 
J. H. Lumpkin, judge of the Atlanta cir- 
cuit. The case was then taken to the su- 
preme court, where the judgment rendered 
by Jucge Lumpkin sustalining the demurrer 
was affirmed, on July 24, 1898. The follow- 
ing being the head note to the decision 
which states fully the. questions involved 
and decided: 

“The right of injunction does not, under 
any circumstances or at the instance of any 
person, Ne against the prison commiss'oners 
of this state to restra'n them from entering 
into a contract for the hiring of convicts, 
nor against any person or persons with 
whom the comm ’ssioners are about to make 
such contract. when the granting of the tn- 
junction would, either directly or indirect- 
ly, interfere with the performance by the 
commissioners of the duties devolved upon 
them by the act of December 21, 1897, cre- 
ating a pr’son commission for this State. 

“The questions involved in this case were 
ef considerab‘e importance to the state, as 
upon their determination depended in . 
large measure the control and disposition o 
the convicts which were directed to 09 
hred under the provisions of the ect 0 
December 21, 1897. Under this decision the 
prison commiss on cannot be neveseere 
with by injunction or restraining rmige <i n 
the performance of the responsiole duties 
imposed by the act creating same, ostate

Upon being noti- 
fied of this advice, Bowen and other citi- 
gens of Wilcox county, the contestees, filed 
a petition in Fulton superior court seeking 
to enjoin the hearing of the contest by 
Hon. William Clifton, secretary of state, 
upon the ground that the act of Novem- 
ber 9, 1897, was unconstitutional, as claimed 
before the secretary of state. Judge Lump- 
kin. of the Atlanta circult, refused the in- 
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junction, and the case was taken 
supreme court, where the judgment render- 
ed by Judge Lumpkin in refusing the in- 
seen was affirmed. This decision hav- 
ng finally settled the constitutionality of 
the act of November 9, 1897, the secretary 
of state proceeded to hear and determine 
the case, as directed by law. 


Private Bankers’ Case. 


“Ttnder the act of December 21, 1897, pro- 
viding for the examination of private banks, 
the treasurer, who is ex-officio bank exam- 
ineer, undertook to make the examination 
of certain private banks required by this 
act, when F’. M. Coker, Jr., and a number 
of others engaged in private banking, filed 
a petition in Fulton superior court asking 
that Hon. W. J. Speer, state treasurer, be 
enjoined from making such examination, 
upon the ground that the act of December 
2], 1897, was unconstitutional for several 
reasons, viz: First, because the act was 
passed by the general assembly on a day 
which was more than fifty days from the 
meeting thereof. Second, because it contains 
more than one subject matter. Third, be- 
cause it applies only to persons and nat to 
corporations engaged in private banking. 
Fourth, because it is an invasion of private 
rights. Other objections were made to the 
act, but these four were the principal ones 
insisted upon in the argument, I filed a 
demurrer on behalf of the treasurer, and 
the questions arising thereon were argued 

fore Judge Lumpkin, of the Atlanta cir- 
cult, at the March term of Fulton superior 
court, when he disposed of same by sus- 
taining the demurrer, thereby holding the 
act conatitutional. The petitioners then took 
the case to the supreme court, and the bill 
of exceptions therein is now pending in 
that court, and will be heard during the 
present term.

“Some time s.nee the cuoinptroiler general 
requesied My Opimion as to the liabuity ol! 
presidents Of national banks in tnis state 
under the general tax acct for the payment 
of tne $10 propessiona] tax levied by the 
second section‘ thereof upon ‘every practi- 
tioner of law, medicine vr dentistry, presi- 
dent of each of the banks of the siate,’ etc. 
This tax upon bank presidents wae first 
incorporated in the tax act in 1886, and nad 
never been enforced against presidents of 
national banks. After an investigation of 
the question, I came to the conc.usion that 
the tax was collectable, but inasmuch as 
there was some doubt, and as the law had 
not been entorced, I thought it best to 
have the question passed upon by the 
courts. I, therefore, advised tue comptrol- 
ler general to instruct one of the tax col- 
lectors in some county where a president 
of a national bank resided to issue a fi. fa. 
for said tax and make a test case for the 
courts to finally determine. In accordanve 
with this advice, H. H. Linton, tax col- 
lector of Clarke county, issued fi. fas. 
against A. K, Childs for taxes for the 
years 1891, 1892, 1893, 1894, 1895 and 1896. 
Upon the fi, fas. being levied Mr. Childs 
petitioned the superior court of (Clarke 
county for an order restraining the tax 
collector and the sheriff from enforcing 
the fi. fas., upon the grounds that the lan- 
guage of the tax act did not include pres- 
idents of national banks, and that if tbe 
language was broad enough to include 
them, the act was null and void, as ft 
levied a tax upon national banks not ay- 
thorized by the act of congress relative to 
nationa!l banks. When the petition was 
presented to Hon. N. L. Hutchins, judge of 
the superior court of the Western circuit, 
he granted a temporary restraining order 
and set the case for a hearing. After argu- 
ment by brief submitted by both s‘des, 
Judge Hutchins granted a permanent in- 
junction against the tax cojlector and 
sheriff. The case was then taken by bill 
of exceptions to the supreme court, where 
It was argued last Jine, but has not yet 
heen decided, and under a recent order of 
the supreme court will be re-argued at the 
present term. 


Merchants and Traders’ Bank. 


“The Merchants and Traders’ bank of 
Brunswick, one of the state depositories, 
failed, and its agsets were placed in the 
hands of @ receiver by Hon. J. L. Sweat,

FOR THE SECOND TIME A BILL 
will be introduced before the legislature 
for the abolishment of the city court of 
DeKalb county. At the last session of the 
general assembly a similar bill was pre- 
sented, but failed In paSsage as it was not 
pushed by Representative Henderson, of 
DeKalb. 

The court has teen in existence since 
1894 and disposes of much business that 
would be taken up by the superior court, 
if the city court was not a part of the 
county machinery. The salary of the 
judge is $1,000 and there its no solicitor. 


Tihhe jurisdiction of the court extends 10 
civil cases not involving several thousand 


dollars and tries all misdemeanors. 

The objection raised to the court is in 
the fact that the $1,000 which is paid the 
presiding judge is said to be a useless ex- 
pense on the county. It is claimed that 
the superior court can dispose of al] the 
business that is transacted by the city 
court at the regular terms of the former 
and that the $1,000 expense will be saved 
to the county. 

On the other hand, it is argued that the 
city court is a saving to the county. If 
the business -was all brought up at the 
terms of the superior court it would r:2- 
quire Jong sessions, and as the expense of 
keeping the superior court running igs muca 
more than the city court, the terms 
would be so lengthened that the expense 
of the superior court would increase more 
than $1,000 over its present expense, 

It was claimed, during the fight over 
the existence of the court at the time the 
bil for its abclishment was pending ‘n 
the legislature, that the court was uncon- 
stitutlona]. It was said that the court 
was, from the begi:-ning, illegally organ- 
ized and that the business which had heen 
disposed cf by it for several years would 
have to be relitigated. 

This wovld have brought about endless 
confusion, as the court had rendered inany 
verdicts and judgments affecting a great 
amount of property and had adjusted many 
claims on valuable real estate and other 
propertics Which would have caused the 
parties irterested to remain in the courts 
for a jong tame.

One of the pieces of legislation which the 
commissioners of the state will push before 
the legislature is that affecting the fer sys- 
tem. It is proposed that the officials of the 
county, instéad of securing the revenue of 
their offices from the fees that come into 
it, be placed practically on a salary. 

The plan that will be in the bill is that 
all county officials be allowed to retain a 
certain amount of fees, up to a specified 
amount, and all moneys coming into the 
office in excess of the stipulated anjount be 
turned in the county treasury. . 


It is expected that this wil] be one of the 
most important measures introduced into 


session. 
tion to it, as the present county officials 
do not think it a good law and it ‘would 
have the effect of cutting down ‘he pres- 
ent amounts which the officials in somc of 
the large counties secure by the fe sys- 
tem. 

The commissioners at their last conven- 
tion discussed methods by whith every 
county in the state will secure proper and 
full returns of all the taxable prope -ty in 
the state. It was sakd that there is a yuan- 
tity of property in almost cvery county 
that is not returned for taxation at al] and 
the object of the bill will be to have that 
property returned. It is suggested that a 
commission be appointed in each county 
to investigate the property returns. ‘The 
bill has not yet been drawn. 

Another bill that will probably be pre- 
sented through the {nstrumentality cf the 
county commissioners is a measure to have 
a uniform receipt for all tax “eceivers of 
the counties. It 1s proposed that this re- 
ccipt be issued by the comptroller general 
of the state, and that no tax receipt will 
be valid unless written upon the form pre- 
scribed. It will be a provision of the bill 
that a receipt written by a county tax 
collector not upon a uniform receipt wiil 
be a misdemeanor. 

The tax collector wil) be requlred to fill 


out his stub in the receipt book and when 
the state does its checking up of the tax 
returns these stubs will show how much 
each county is due the sate. 

This plan is highly favored and it is 
thought by many that such a law would 
work to the benefit of the state and the 
different tax collectors of the county. 
There would be no chance for a mistake in 
any of the returns, as the stubs would 


show for themselves, and these woal? be 
the basis of calculation on the returns of 
each county. 

If the tax collector returned too much 
to the state, his stubs would show ic and 
the excess would ve returned to him; if he 
returned too little a similar adjustment 
would be easily made and the delicit ac- 
counted for. 

A bill will be presented asking for local 
iegisiation on the board of examiners of 
Stationery engineers of Fulton county. The 
present law allows the examiners to be 
paid by the fees which they secure from 
the issuance of licenses. The new law will 
place the examiners on a salary and the 
amount received from the licenses will be 
turned into the county treasury. 

The present license is $5 and $1.50 for a 
renewal. There were fifteen licenses is- 
sued during the year and thirty-eight re- 
newals.

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- Who Will Be the Next President of the Georgia 
“Federation?--Mrs. Ottley’s Pleafor Women 
on the Board. of Education. 


BY ISMA DOOLY. —— 


At the fortheoming meeting of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs in Colum- 
bus, one of the most exciting and interest- 
ing features of the closing session will be 
the election of officers for the ensuing 
year. Heretofore the election has amounted 
to tthe more than a mere matter of 
form, since Mrs. Lowe was elected as 
President at the first meeting of the Feder- 
ation without opposition, while her re- 
€lection the second year was in the nature 
of unanimous acclamation. 

To her wonderfw qualifications as a 
leader, the Georgia Federation may at- 
tribute its great development and nov that 
she has stepped from the highest olfice in 
Georgia to that of the highest office in the 
National Federation, her successor in Geor- 
gia will have no easy position to fill The 
Strength of any body lies to a great ex- 
tent if its efficient leadership, no matter 
what the force of certain individual] mem- 
bers may be, and the club women of the 
State have a serious event before them in 
the choice of their next leader. Their 
should be no question of personal friend- 
ship, no ideas of precedence or courtesy, no 
preference as to district or section of the 
State governing choice in this election, but 
the “right woman’’ should be elected to 
the place. 

Present position and their strength as 
club women point directly to three women 
as eminently qualified for the office—Mrs. 
John King Ottley, of Atlanta; Mrs. J. 
Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Emory Park, of Macon. 

Mrs. Ottley, however, positively declines 
to be 2 candidate for the office, notwith- 
standing the efforts made by her friends 
in all parts of the state to induce her to 
permit the use of her name in the nominat- 
ing convention. She is not only one of the 
most enthusiastic club women in Georgia, 
but one of the most brilliant and highly 
educated women in the south. She is es- 
pecially interested in the educational! prob- 
lems of the day and in close touch with 
the most approved methods and systems in 
the matter of the practical educational 
needs. She has been strongly instrumental 
in bringing about the present status of lJi- 
brary development in the state, and is 
closely espoused to all the reform move- 
ments undertaken in the federation. 

Mrs, Ottley at present holds a national 
office, being secretary from Georgia of the 
national federation of clubs. which office 
requires a great deal of work and responsi- 
bility. 

This reason she gives ns one for not 
desiring the use of her name as a candi- 
date. Another, she states, is that the next 
president of the federation should not be 
from Atlanta, as this city has been twice 
honored, and the honors of leadership 
should he more generally distributed 
throughout the various sections of the 
state. 

Mra QOttliey’s declining the use of her 
mame in the candidacy leaves, therefore, 
Mrs. Jatimson and Mrs. Park, the two most 
prominent women officially and by reason 
of their earnest work. as logically the 
women to be looked to for leadership. 

Mrs. Johnson is at present vice president 
of the federation and associate editor of 
The Rome Georgian. which is one of the 
official organs of the federation. The At- 
lanta Constitution being the other. Mrs. 
Johnson is in every respect an able. prog- 
ressive and earnest club women and has 
been a recognized factor in the develop- 
ment of the club movement in the state. 
She was a delegate to the national conven- 
tion in Denver in June and waa largely 
instrumental toward bringing into promi- 
nence the strength of Georgia club work. 
She has worked asskiuously to impart the 
club sprit and its advantages especially 
among the women of the rural districts and 
is @ woman beloved for her unselfish inter- 
est in ail that pertains io the betterment 
of her sex. She is at present especially in- 
terested in the industrial work of the 
federation undertaken in the farm and 
garden committee, although she well dis- 
tributes her interest in all departments of 
the club work and its closely allied to all 
phalanthropic movements. 

Mre. Robert Emory Park, of Macon. 
through her phenomena! work in fhe edu- 
cational committee of the Georgia Federa- 
tion has acquired national prominence and 
has done more than any individual woman 
in the state, in the club or out of it, to- 
ward the educational development of Geor- 
gia. She is a woman of great intellectual 
strength and has since .her girlhood been 
closely identified with all movements hing- 
ing on educational progress.

In considerta- 
tion of its excellence she was made one of 
a committee of five on education in General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

She had introduced a bill ‘in the genera! 
assembly of Georgia providing for the 
opening to women of the State university 
with all its related schools.. She secured 
from the trustees and chancellor of said 
university a favorable recommendation 
upon this bill. She enlisted the interest of 
nearly every county superintendent in Geor- 
gia in helping to form reading circies in 
remote districts, where the teacher and 
parent can meet and confer. She has di- 
rected an educational committee in nearly 
every federated club in Georgia. 

These committees have inaugurated all 
sorts of good educational work from the 
reading circle to the kindergarten. 

The educational committee has received 
marked recognition from the educational 
authorities. The State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion invited them to hold a.round table 
at their convertion last summer and near-y

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To Meet This Week. 
The meeting of the general assembly 


of Georgia, wiich will take place oa 


week, will be an important event. 

One of its first duties will be the in- 
auguration of Hon. Allen D. Candler 
into the office of governor, and the in- 
stallation of the new statehouse officers. 
It is but seldom that a goverunor-elect 
has come to the discharge of his du- 
ties under more favorable circumstances 
and so strongly backed by the voters. 
That the expectations of the people will 
not be disappointed is assured from the 
character of the,man. 

This work over, there is much impor- 
tant legislative work pressing for atten- 
tion. The reform of antiquated tax laws, 
the final disposition of the convict ques- 
tion, the amending of our ballot laws, 
and finally, the consideration of the wis- 
dom of calling a constitutional conven- 
tion, will afford a wide field for legisla- 
tive prudence and development. 

The new administration comes in most 
auspiciously. Party spirit has dwindled 
away, harmony prevails among Geor- 
gians, and an era of fraternity is ahead 
of us. All of this makes the occasion 


fitting for a general overhauling of our | 
affairs, not that there has been anything | 
wrong in the past, but that they may be | 


brought up to the requirements of the 
present day. » The legislature will be 
composed of able and discreet men, who, 
with our excellent governor-elect, can- 
not fail to fulfill the hope of the people. 
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That Hidden Property. 

The mystery which 
“hidden property” of Georgia, as dis- 
closed by a falling off of fifty millions of 
taxable revenue since 1892, is not so 
great a mystery as it might scem. 

Cotton statistics show that in 1892 
the average price per pound of the sta- 
ple was 7.71 cents, while in the season 
now on, the price has fallen to 47-8 
cents. The wonder is, when these figures 
are contrasted, that the hidden prop- 
erty is not much larger in volume than 
it is. When we recollect that every- 
thing begins fromthe farm; that as the 
farmer is prosperous so are the com- 
mercial centers, we may have a very 
good clew as to the causes which have 
led to property shrinkage. When the 
farmer goes home on one of these Oc- 
tober afternoons with half the price in 
fis pocket which he carried home in 
the corresponding month of 1892, he is 
forced to a little economy with which 
politicians do not seem to have become 
acquainted. While these politicians 
may look over their appropriatioa 
sheets. and declare that it is impossible 
to reduce a single item, the poor farm- 
er who has the bill to foot is com- 
pelled to go home and to slash right and 
left in order to make ends meet for the 
crop of the following year. 

As all business depends upon the 
farmer, it must suffer in the same 
ratio. ‘When Jonathan Hayseed, as he 
is often called,.comes to town on half 


rations, he can only give half his previous | 
trade to the merchant and manufactur- | 


ef, and they in turn have to apply the 
same remedy all along the line until the 
tax collector is reached, when a stone 
wail of indifference presents itself, and 
they are all, from the farm to the work- 
shop and the counting room alike, éom- 
pelled to pay not only the same old 
figure but to meet largely increased 
rates imposed by state, county and city. 

All of this presenis the singular anom- 
aly of a man insisting upon living high- 
est when his wages are lowest. To take 
a supposable case: If a man is getting 
$75 a month, of which he devotes $60 to 
household expenses, having his wagcs 
cut to $60, he should immediately de 
cide to make his expenses $75, what 
would be thought of him? Suppose 
further, that when puzzled by his in- 
ability to meet these bills, he go home 
to consult his wife as to how they may 
live within their income, her reply 
should be, “Oh, you must hunt up your 
hidden resources!” This certainly would 
not be esteemed Dusiness, but it seems 
to be the favorite way of meeting diffi- 
culties in tariff raisiny. 

As has been stated before, it is idle 
for the people to discuss the state 
rate of taxation without taking into 


surrounds the | 
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view at the same time tbe rates of 
county and city. All are blended to- 
gether as one issue, and the Lest *e- 
sults will be obtained when they are 
_considered together. For the purpose 
of arousing the people to a considera- 
tion of this most pregnant question, it 
might be well to have a legislative in- 
quiry into the tax burdens of the peo 
ple, considered in their entirety. It is 
true the legislature does not control 
the local taxation, but it can secure such 
an Official exposure of the facts as to 
lead to a united determination to have 
a tax reform which will be a tax reform 
indeed. In this way the public ex- 
penses may be so reduced that there 
may not be sufficient taxes necessary to 
be paid to induce men to resort to hiding 
out—a custom, by the way, which is 
very much exaggerated when the facts 
are looked into. Asan illustration that 
there is no real property behind much 
of the items charged as being hidden 
out, and that they only furnish burden- 
some additions to taxation on commerce, 
a case will suffice. John, Smith has 
$1,000 which he loans to William Jones, 
taking a mortgage therefor, William 
Jones in turn buiids a house and sells 
It to Henry Jenkins, taking his short- 
time notes forthe same amount. The 
tax collector comes in and imposes 4 
tax for $3,000 upon but $1,000 actually 
present. The effect of this is that, in 
one city in Georgia, at least, where the 
united city and county tax is $28 on the 
thousand, this particular $1,000, which 
can only bring 6 per cent interest, 
has to pay a tax of $84 a year. This 
system, continued to its last analysis, 
would compel every man to pay tax 
on the one thousand dollars who hap- 
pened to look at it but once, 

Let us get down to facts and hard 
pan, and the honesty of the people 
would settle the rest. At the same 
time see to it that no property escapes 
taxation which is justly liable to it.

Queen Wilhemina’s Choice. 


> When Queen Wilhelmina of Holland 


formally assumed her crown several 
days ago we made the prediction that 
she would not continue long in the state 
of single blessedness, and incidentally 
We enumerated some of the royal bach- 
elors of Europe who would be only too 
glad to share her lot for the privilege 
of dividing her revenues, 

We were not far away from the truth 
in thus anticipating the matrimonial af- 
fairs of the young sovereign. Rumor 
has been engaged for some time past 
in divulging the. secret plans of Queen 
Wilhelmina, and the information thus 
furnished is at length semi-officially 
confirmed by recent dispatches received 
from Holland. These authorize us to 
state that Queen Wilhelmina is en- 
gaged to Prince William Frederic Hen- 
ri, of the Prussian Guards, and that 
the nuptials will be celebrated early this 
winter. There is nothing to warrant 
the fear that the work is not Cupid’s. 
From what we can learn, the young 
people are devotedly attached to each 
other. 

Prince William Frederic Henri is 
twenty-two years of age, and holds the 
rank of lieutenant. His mother is the 
Princess Marie of Holland, who mar- 
ried the prince of Weid in 1871. He is 
well spoken of in the foreign telegrams, 
and is said to possess good character 
as well as good looks. He is certainly 
fortunate to win the hand of Queen Wil- 
helmina, who, in addition to being young 
and beautiful, possesses one of the se- 
curest little thrones in Europe. There 
were hundreds of suitors for her hand, 
some of the number being among the 
foremost royal bachelors of Europe, 
but apparently she has refused them 
all to accept the modest offer of the

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More Junketing Necessary. 

If it is not true that the republican 
campaign is in very bad shape in 
many parts of the country, appearances 
are certainly very deceiving. There can 
be no question of the great anxiety felt 
in administration circles over the out- 
look. The president’s swing around 
the circle Out west can have no other 
Significance; and now it is announced 
that it is the purpose of the campaign 
managers~to send him to the east, par- 
ticularly to New Jersey and New York, 
in the hope of awakening the dormant 
republicanism of those states.

well as.for the Chauncey Depew wail. 
Roosevelt and his Tough Rider ccntin- 
gent have not set the state on fire as 
was expected. The enthusiasm for 
Roosevelt and his command has died 
out to a great extent, and the people 
are inclined, according to the newspa- 
per reports, to regard this wild west 
display as very much beneath the dig- 
nity of a, gubernatorial race. and pri- 
cule is getting in its deadly work. 

The efforts of the fenublican organs 
to create dissension among the u»-the- 
state democrats by ervine Tammany 
control have failed utterly*for the vorv 
good reason that Van Wyck is not a 
Tammany man and for the further rea- 
son that the Tammany bugaboo has, 
since the excellent administration o° 
the present city. ge vernment, ceased + 
scare even the purists. 

Recognizing the utter failure of this 
Tammany cry, the republicans afte now 
endeavoring to stir up an anti-Croker 
sentiment because the democrats decided 
to nominate a candidate for jndge of 
their own selection rather than indorse 
the man picked out for them by the fif- 
ty-one members of the Bar Association 
who conceived themselves to be the 
8,000 lawyers of New York city. This is 
about all the republican managers and 
the republican newspapers “have to fall 
back on now, and no wonder they ase 
calling for help. 

Roosevelt’s defeat seems practically 
assured. From a democratic standpoint 
the outlook is all that could be desired. 
From the republican ajandpoint, the 
outlook is so chaotic that the appeal 
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to the president for the aid of his per- 
sonal presence has been made. 

The republicans doubtless have a gi- 
gantic campaign fund, for they are in 
& position to get it, and what is more, 
they know how. ‘There is a chance, of 
course, that the will of the people can 
again be nullified by the use of money, 
for in these piping times of McKinley 
prosperity a dollar looks mighty big to 
many a poor devil of a voter who would 
scorn the suggestion of corruption were 
it not a question between that and star- 
vation. A fair election means democratic 
victory, and there are good grounds 
for the belief that even Hanna’s gang 
of corruptionists will fail in their de- 
signs this year. 


Under the American Flaz. 

Since the American flag has beén 
formally raised over the island of Por- 
to Rico we may pause in the onward 
march of events and consider briefly 
what we have gained in this important 
acquisition. At the risk of repeating 


information which we have already fur- 


nished to,our readers, we will under- 
take to review some of the facts in 
regard to the island. 

Porto Rico ig ninety-five miles in 
length and thirty-five miles in width 
and contains 3,668 miles. In area, it is 
about one-half the size of the state of 
New Jersey; and consequently it adds 
but little to our national domain. 

With respect to population, the island 
containg 950,000 inhabitants, of which 
300,000 are negroes, 90,000 Spaniards and 
560,000 native Porto Ricans. The prin- 
cipal cities of the island are San Juan, 
with 30,000 inhabitants; Ponce, with 
15,000 inhabitants; Mayaguez, with 
20,000 inhabitants; Aguadilla, with 5,000 
inhabitants; Arecibo, with 7,000 inhab- 
itants; Fajardo, with 9,000 inhabitants; 
Naguabo, with 2,000 inhabitants, and 
Arroyo, with 1,200 inhabitants. 

There are 470 miles of telegraph lines 
on the island and 137 miles of railway 
lines in addition to 170 miles under con- 
struction. Porto Rico is rich in possibili- 
ties. In the lowlands and valleys the 
soil is exceedingly rich and fertile and 
well adapted to agricultural purposes, 
and in the mountains there are exten- 
sive deposits of gold, silver, copper, lead 
and coal. 

San Juan, the principal harbor of 
Porto Rico, is 1,420 miles from New 
York, 1,190 miles from Charleston, 1,000 
miles from Key West and 1,200 miles 
from Tampa. 

With respect to the commerce of Por- 
to Rico, the figures for the past year 
show the following operations: Products 
imported, rice $2,180,064; fish, $1,591,418; 
meat and lard $1,223,104; flogr, $982,- 
222: manufactured tobacco, $663,464; ol- 
ive oil, $327,801; cheese, $324,137, and 
wine $305,656. Products exported, coffee, 
$8,789,788; sugar, $3,747,891; tobacco, 
$646,556; honey $517,746; m@lasses, 3,178 
tons; cattle 3,178 head, and hides, 169 
tons. Of course these figures do not 
include everything; they simply cover 
the principal operations. . 

While Porto Rico is densely populat- 
ed, it is not more densely populated than 
some of the sterile New England states; 
and besides in view of the great wealth 
of the island, there is still room for 
thousands of immigrants of the right 
sort. Under the stimulating effect of 
American ideas Porto Rico will soon 
begin to astonish the world with her 
growth. So long as she was fettered 
by the tyranny of Spain she could not 
do this, but now that she is permitted to 
inhale the atmosphere of freedom, she 
will speedily make up for what she has 
lost. We will miss our guess if Porto 
Rico within the next few years does 
not become one of the most coveted 
gems on the breast of the ocean. ;

The sessions will be held 
in the public school building at Oakland 
City, and all the teachers of the public 
schools of e county wil] be in attend- 
ance. Only norma! class work is done at 
the sessiong of the institute. The best 
methods for teaching are discussed, and 
the aims and objects of the institute are 
te equip the teachers as far as possible 
with the necessary qualifications for teach- 
ing the children of the county in the most 
felicitous manner. :

It has been equipped with every 
modern appliance and numbers. of visitors 
have seen and spoken higniy of the gene- 
rosity of the county commissioners, There 
are now in the county twenty-six schools 
for whites and fourteen for negroes. 

Attendance of Schools. 

The school population of Fuiton county 
is Jarger than that of any other county in 
the state. There are nearly 4,000 children 
that for six months of each year secure the 
afivantages of the schools. The following 
shows the attendance in numbers:

White teachers, 41.

The foregoing figures give a concise idea 
of the extent of the system of schools of 
the county. It is expected that the begin- 
ning of this scholastic year will show 
many changes and an increase in attend- 
ance. 

Course of Study. 

Tne course of study tnat runs through 
the schools extends over nine years. It be- 
gins at the earliest moment that the mind 
of the child begins to receive and rewuin 
impressions and continues unt] a thorough 
and competent common school education 
has been attained. To the studious pupil! 
the courses offer rich fieids for learning 
and if a higher education ts desjred the 
foundation laid in the course of the county 
schools is considered a very excellent one. 

The curriculum is divided imto three 
grades—the primary, which takes the child 
when he'‘begins to learn his alphabet and 
runs for three years, when the third reader, 
the spelling book, primary arithmetic, 
grammar, geography and history have all 
received some atrentio.. 

The intermediate grade is then entered 
and here the studies which were taken up 
in the primary grade ar~ continued and the 
gradual steps are followed until the com- 
pletion of the advanced grade which is the 
extent of.the course. In the last year guch 
stud.es as civil government, higher arith- 
metic, advanced geogra hy, higher lessons 
tn English and the history of the United 
States are taken up and completed. 

The pupil is considered, ff he has been 
diligent, by this time to have had a sgsuffi- 
cient education to intelligently understand 
questions and by self-study profitably seek 
further knowledge. Large tables are made 
With the prescribed course of study upon 
them and these are placed in every school 
building and strictly adhered to. No devia- 
tion is allowed, the books to be used and 
the time to be spent in the mastery of each 
is prescribed and followed accord.ng to the 
regulations. This is the system that has 
been instituted. A scho’ar may move to 
the extreme ends of the eounty and will 
have an opportunity to begin the work that 
was thus broken off in a new county school 
at the same place where the studies were 
interrupted. 

Litcrary Societies. 
As a part of the course of study, a IHit- 
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by the patrons of the school to he served. 

The schoolhouses of the county were 
owned and controlled in every case either 
by churches, school trustees or individuals. 
As a matter of fact on May 7, 189, the 
Fulton county board of educatian did rot 
own a single dollar’s worth of real estate 
or school furniture. At the present time it 
has acquired Ly donation and. otherwise 
property, real and personal, to the extent 
of about $13,000 at a total expense to the 
county of $3,000. County School Commis- 
sioner Guinn in his last report to the grand 
jury of the county says: 

“That county boards of education should 
own and control all of the school property 
and necessary appliances is a matter of 
great importance to successful school op- 
eration. No school system can do its best 
work unless the ownership of all property 
and the control of all arrangements is vest- 
ed.in the hands of the board of education. 
Since this is true, the board has under- 
taken this work with the ultimate pur- 
pose in view of acquiring title to all the 
school properties in the county. This must 
necessarily take time, but we are encour- 
aged and gratified at the success which 
has already been achieved in this impor- 
tant feature of our work. 

“While the board is deeply gratified at 
the showing thus made in the matter of 
acquiring school property, the most encour- 
aging results have «ome from the effofts 
which have been made to grade and sys- 
tematize the work of the schools. It has 
long been considered impracticable to do 
graded work in the average rural school, 
but the experiment which the Fulton coun- 
ty board has made along this line clearly

Public Interest in Rural Schools. 

The interest shown by the people of the 
county in the establishment of graded 
schools and the erection of comfortable and 
healthful buildings for the education of the 
children is very great. This accounts large- 
ly for the system as it exists, The board 
of education has been encouraged in every 
move it has made to better the system. 
Every aid has been given by the citizens 
of the county to have a school in every 
neighborhood 

In this fact lies the secret of the success 
the board has attained in securing a great 
quantity of valuable property without any 
expense to the county. In many instances 
the board has secured land for the erection 
of a school building free. Deeds for this 
property have been accepted and made in 
the name of the county from the donor. 
Public subscriptions were then begun and it 
is said that in no instance has the amount 
needed to erect a School building failed to 
come from the pockets of the farmers when 
it was wanted. The money was given to 
the board and the schoo] building con- 
structed. 

More money was raised for the furnish- 
ing of the building with modern appliances 
for instruction and comfort. Modern 
desks, blackboards and charts bave been 
placed in every building and gradually 
within three or four years much persona! 
and real property of the county hag been 
obtained—almost imperceptibly when the 


erary socicty is organized in each school 
and the attendance upon the session of 
the organization and participation in the 
deliberations of the body are compulsory. 
The regulations of the sgstem require it. 

In some of the schools the literary so- 
Clety has become the most popular feature 
of a week's work. Tihe regulations op 
this are issued by the board of education 
as follows: 

“Fach school shall be organized into a 
literary society, officered by pupils of the 
school] but under the supervision of the 
teacher, officers to be changed each 
month. One thour and thirty minutes 
each Friday afternoon shail be devote? 
to the exercises of the society. The pro- 
gramme for the same shal] be made by 
the tcacher so that each child in the 
school shall have some part in the exer 
cises at least once a month. The exercises 
shall consist’ of declamations, readings, 
recitations, debates, etc. At these meet- 
ings the teachers shall gee that parlix- 
mentary usages are observed.” 

The School Regulations. 

An important part of the system of the 
schools is the regulations which are is- 
sued by the board for the conduct of each 
school and daily hours that must be 
maintained. The regulations are not oniy 
for the pupils but for the teachers and 
County School Commissioner Guinn is em- 
powered to enforce the regulations. ‘Tine 
outline of the year’s work is laid down in 
the regulations and the manner in which

Cape Froward the Lowest Continental 
Point of the World. 


WAKED ALACALUFES OR GAVE INDIANS 


How They Looked and Live—Queer 
Experiences of a Tour Through 
Tierra del Fuego. 


Cape Frorward, Strait of Magellan, Sep- 
90.—At the tail endof our 
hemisphere. At the lowest = conti- 
aental point of the world. Three 
thoysand miles nearer the south pole 


‘ than the feot of the Siamese peninsula at 


thousand 


the end of Asia. More than a 
miles below the Cape of Good Hope at the 
bottom of Africa, with a distance almost 
equa] to the thickness of the earth between 
myself and the northern parts of the United 
States, I write for my American readers. I 
am on the steamer Itauri in the Strait of 
Magellan. Just opposite me the Diack, 
rocky walls of Cape Froward, the south- 
ernmost point of South America, rise al- 
most straight upward to a height of 1,200 
feet, and behind them, glistening In the 
moonlight, are the glacial snows of Mount 
Victoria, 2,000 fee: high. I am at the bot- 
tom of the great Andean chain. Those hills 
ere the end of the mighty ridge which ties 
the continent together. Loaded with cop- 
per, silver and gold, they craw! from here 
on the’r sinuous way toward the north pole 
They span the equator, they drop their 
heads at the Isthmus of Panama and end 
only at the Arctic ocean, beyond the gold 
mines of Alaska and the Kliondike. The 
hills to the southward are a part of Tierra 
del Fuego, above Cape Horn, and that great 
white frozen pyramidal cone which rises 
among them is Mount Sarmiente which 
pierces the southern sky -more than_ 1,009 
feet above the alt'tude of Mount Washing. 
ton. Behind and in front of my ship, here 
as black as ink under the shadows of the 
hills, there turned to silver by the full 
moon's rays, flows the Strait of Magellan 
that salt water river, in which, moved by 
the tides. the creat oceans, the At'antic and 
the Pacific. rush together and clasp their 
hands to bear up the commerce o? the 
world. 
The Strait of Magellan. 

The Strait of Magellan makes the pas- 
sage between the oceans shorter by almost 
1000 miles. Cane Horn is less than a 
couple of hundred miles south of it, but its 
waters are always tossed about by terrible 
storms. Tonight the Magel'ans are almost 
as quiet as a mill pond, and the I[taurt.is 
steam'nge as smoothly through them as the 
boat which carries the hero away in the 
Swan sore af Lahenegrin. We are new al- 
most midway between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. We entered the strait by what is 
known as Smyth’s channe!. opnvosife Desco- 
lation island, about thirtv miles from Can 
Pilar. which marka its western end. We 
could see the two massive rocks of the 
cape as we turned to the eastward. They 
rise almost precipitously for a distance of 
1,500 feet. and when the air is clear they 
are in sight for many miites. . Beginning 
here the etrait runs southeast to Cane Fro- 
ward. It then turns to the northeast 
widen'ng here and there as it goes. until it 
ends at the Atlantic between Cane Virgin 
and Cape Holy Ghost. The channel! js 25 
miles long, and its width varies from two 
to twenty-four miles. At times our vessel] 
has been within a stone’s throw of the 
shore. and again ‘n the misty air. where 
the channe] widened, the waters seemed to 
almost bound the horizon. This is so onlv 
in the eastern parts of the channel, on 
both cider af which the lands of Patagonia 
and Tierra de] Fuego are low. In the west 
there is little else than mountains, which 
are now snow-dusted and in many cases 
loaded with vast glaciers slowly sliding 
down them to the sea. Below the Strait of 
Magellan there is a vast: archipelaco of 
jalands, the smaller of which are mountain 
peaks rising above the waves and the 
Jeargest the island of Tierra del Fuego. The 
last is bigger than many of ovr American 
etates and it has mountains and valleys 
vast forests and extensive plains which 
have lately been transformed into some .of 
the biggest sheep farms of the world 
North of the strait lies the end of southern 
Patagonia on the east, and on the west a 
continuation of the archipelago of Tierra 
de) Fuero. These islands. as well as the 
strait and almost all of Tierra de!) Fuego 
belong to Chile. She has an area of land 
here, which she calls the territory of the 
Magellan, of 75.000 square miles, half again 
as large as the state of New York and al- 
most twice the area of Ohio. Some of the 
Chilean naval vessels are now here engaged 
in surveying the channels and harbors, but 
the greater part of this region {ts almost as 
unknown as it was when Hernando Magel- 
lan, a Spanish navigator. discovered the 
etrait in 1520. The land and the people have 
been misrepresented by passers-by from 
Darwin down to within recent years. and 
it is only lately that .opportunities have 
been offered for carefu! investigation. Even 
now the savages I see here are less known 
than the tribes of central] Africa. and enly 
the coasts of a few of the islands have been 
explored. The sheep farmer, the gold dig- 
ger and the government vessels are, how- 
ever, making headway, and within a few 
years this great archipelago will be a terra 
incognito no longer. 

The Cloud Land of Southern Patagonia 

The generally accepted belief regarding 
southern Patagonia and Tierra del Fuego 
is that they are something like the coast of 
Greenland or those of the arctic seas. The 
geographies represent them as wastes of 
ice and snow, desolate, forbidding ang ter- 
rible to the traveler.

days I have been winding in and out of the 
channels along the west coast of lower 
Patagonia. My sail has been through a 
series of scenic panorama that cannot be 
surpassed in the world. We entered the 
archipelago by what is known as the 
Smyths channel route, about 400 miles 
above here, and coasted slowly along 
through one channel after another until 
we came into the strait proper at Desola- 
tion island. Darwin compared the glaciers 
Sarmiento in Tierra del Fuego to 100 frozen 
Niagaras. The waters along the lower end 
of western Patagonia present combinations 
which make you think of a hundred Lake 
Comos, Lake Genevas and Lake Lucernes 
tied together in one ever-widening, ever- 
changing river. Here are the beauties of 
the Thousand Islands of the St. Lawrence, 
added to by snow-capped mountains kissed 
by the sun, and mighty glaciers. sliding 
down into masses of dark green vegetation. 
Here are giant rocks, cathedral shaped, 
covered with moss, rising straight upward 
from the water for 1,000 feet: mountains, 
their heads lost in the clouds, dropping 
almost precipitously into the sea: narrow 
gorges, in which the steamer must tack 
this way and that as it winds its way 
through islands of green and islands of 
rock. Here are-fields of floating ice, through 
Which the boat crashes: narrow flords. in 
Which the black water is 3.000 feet deep, 
and, in short, such a variety of scenic won- 
ders of clouds. mountain and sea that I 
doubt whether their like can be found in 
the world. If you coula take the most pic- 
turesque parts of the Andes. the Himalavas 
and the Algs, sink them up to tSeir necks 
in dark blue water, pull the cloud masses 
down with them into the sea and wrap 
their rugged sides far up from the water's 
edge with qa wonderful mantle of green, 
which is now brilliant in the sunlight. now 
frosted by snow and now so loaded with ice 
that it lies in terraces up their sides, you 
might have a faint idea of nature’s won- 
ders in the Magellans. 
On a South Pacific Steamer. 

But TI despair of ecivine a vivid picture of 
ovr ride through this archinelago. It last- 
ed three days, and it was such a series of 
wonders that onlv a biogranh of the gods 
worked by their own hands could paint 
them on the retina of your imaginat‘on. 
All I shall attempt is to take you with me 
through same few places by a transcript 


of my notes made upon the ground. We 
start in the bay of Coronel. Our steamer, 
the Itauri of the Kosmos line, bound for 
Hamburg vit the strait, lies in the harbor. 
She is a German ship of 6,260 tons, lighted 
and heated by stedm. Captain Behrmann, 
her commander is German and 80 are all 
the passengers officers and crew. We speak 
German at the .table and are, fn fact, a 
small slice of Germany jin one of the qui- | 
etest harbors of the coast of Chile. I go to 
It is No. 12, and is as good a 
room as that of an Atlantic liner. We have 
our first meals here. The cooking is Ger- 
man. The meats are fresh. As I go down 
to dinner J hear the squawk of a chicken. 
Our meats are carried alive on board, so 
that later on we shall listen to the baa-ing 
of sheep, the grunting of pigs and the 
cackling of geese mixed with the crunching 
of the ice fields as the steamer makes its 
way through them. Before I pay the $70 
whice is my fare to Punta Arenas, on the 
Strait of Magellan, I asked if the ship will 
go via Smyths channel. The reply is yes. 
The Kosmos js the only line that takes this 
route, the other ships going through the 
strait preferring to stand the storms which 
sweep up along the west coast from Cape 
Horn to the narrow, dangerous, slow but 
more quiet land-locked waters of the Pata- 
gonian ¢oast. We shall have to travel very 
slowlv and must anchor at night, but be- 
fore we start lat us take a Jook at our ship. 
What is the cargo? It has 3,000 ftdns of 
saltpeter for Germany, 2,000 barrels of 
Chilean honey for different parts of Eu- 
rope, hundreds of rolls of Chilean sole 
leather for Russia and wheat and wine for 
Punta Arenas and Montevideo. It is now 
taking on 900 tons of coal. Brawny Chilean 
peasants are putting it into the ship. They 
stand in lighters or flat boats and use 
shovels to throw the coal up to the plat- 
forms under the doors of the hold. Here 
other peasants shove! it in. They swear as 
they work, and we hear them still swear- 
ing and heaving as we go to bed. 

In the Land-Locked Seas of South. 
We awake far out in the Pacific. The 
steamer is :olling, the white caps are danc- 
ing over the waves and away. off to the 
eastward we can make out the fairt blue 
outline of south Chile. A day later in 
storm and rain we steam past the long. 
narrow island of Chiloe, which the gov- 
ernment is trying to colonize, and on the 
evening of the third day we enter the wide 
Gulf of Petros and come to anchor at the 
entrance to the channel. The water is like 
a mill pond. The steamer moves slowly. 
We seum to be in a great river rather than 
in the ocean, We are salling among the 
clouds through the water-filled ravines of 
some of the greatest of the world’s moun- 
tains. On our right are grass-clad islands. 
On our left are rugged. ragged peaks ris 
ing in all shapes out of the sea. There is 
one clothed in green which reminds you of 
the Pyramid of Ghizeh, and there Is an- 
other which is a fair .likeness of the 
smashed nose sphinx. In front of the green } 
hills are climbing over one another like a 
troop of giants playing leap-frog, and far- 
ther on they rise upward in fort-like walls 
of green a thousand feet high, losing 
themselves in that mighty white cloud 
which rests above them, The channel 
narrows and widens) Now we ire in lakes 
surrounded by snow-capped mountains, 
now in canons, now we sail by a break in 
the mountain walis, a deep ford with 
moss green walls snow dusted a thousand 
feet high and filled with black water a 
thousand feet deep. As Wwe iook the sun 
breaks its way into the gorge and turns 
the water to silver. It paints diamonds in 
the snow of its mossegreen sides. Over 
there is as glacier, a great green mass 
shining out upon the ragged sides of a 
snowy mountain. See the sun has struck 
it and it is now a bed of emeralds in a 

setting of frosted silver. 

The weather and the sky change every 
moment. and before us is an ever-varying 
panorama of sky and sea and land. We 
Sail out of the sunlight into snowstorms 
and steam right out of the snow into the 
sun. Now the sky is almost blue overhead, 
with fteecy white clouds scattered -here 
and there through it. Cloud masses here 
nestle in the velvety laps of the hills, there 
they wrap themselves about the snowy 
peaks as though to warm them, and there | 
they stoop down and press warm, tantal- 
izine kisses upon their icy lips. Upon the 
anow~<dusted hiil» and dark water are 
dashes of silver where the sun has poked 
its way through the clouds. The varying 
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ful opalescent green, with a top of frosted 
silver. It had many angles and projectiles. 
and it was with crowbars that the steward 
and a boat load of sailors attacked it and 
broke off enough ice to last for the rest of 
the Voyage. One of the great log chains 
used for hoisting heavy cargo was first 
coupled about the corner of one of these 
ice masses. Then a lever in the engine room 
Was pulled and a section of an iceberg was 
raised by steam by means of a derrick to 
the deck of the vessel. Some of these 
blocks weighed many tons, and altogether 
we must have taken a hundred tons of ice.

During our voyage threugh these strange 
istands we saw but few animals and birds. 
Now and then we passed a small school of 
seals, which popped their heads out of 
the water and took @ peep at the steamer 
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light makes the channel on : of 
the ship black, on the other side it is of 
a beautiful yellowish green, and behind 
where the sun strikes it the slup has left 
a path of molten silver. The hills change 
even as the water under the sun. Now 
they are dark, The sun washes them with 
its rays and the ferns and moss and trees 
brighten. The ragged volcanic background 
of the rocks Bhow out and through the 
green and black falling hundreds and 
sometimes thousands of almost 
straight down are silvery cascades, some 
as big as your wrist, others no larger 
around than your little finger. These are 
to be seen all along these inland channels. 
They come from the glaciers and the 
mountain snows, 
A Rainbow Set in Silver. 

One of the strangest atmospheric effects 
I have ever seen happened on our third 
@ay in the channel. The mountain-walled 
river had widened and we.were again 
coming to narrows, when over our path- 
way in front of us a great rainbow sprang 
from the snowy summits of a low moun- 
tain in the south to that of another moun- 
tain almost opposite on the north of the 
channel, making a great rainbow span 
over the dark water. It was a splendid 
many-colored arch of the gods founded on 
pedestals of frosted silver. AS We ap- 
proached the rainbow faded, the sky was 
blue overhead, but a great wail of fleecy 
white clouds dad dropped down upon or 
rather risen up from the water. When ] 
first saw it I thought it was a field of ice- 
bergs. It was as white as snow and it 
extended upward to what seemed a height 
several hundred feet, stretching across 
the channel from mountain to mountain, 
Above this wall the sky was clear and the 
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only other clouds to be seen were those J 
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into this 


the mountain 
out of thé light right 
cloud wall, out of the dry air into a 
mist so thick that we could almost wash 
our hands in it. A half dour later we were 
again under a ciear sky. At times the 
masts of the steamer were in the clouds 
and the deck clear and dry. Again the 
clouds would form a roof over the channel 
and again the lower walls of the hills 
would be hidden and we could look over 
the clouds at the green and snow abdve, 
Among the Icebergs and Glaciers. 

It seems strange to think of green moss, 
green trees and a mass of dense green veg- 
etation in midwinter, amid the snows and 
glaciers. That is what we have here. The 
glaciers slide down into the green, and the 
snow falls and melts upon it all winter 
long. In many places the green is clear, in 
others it is snow dusted, and in others 
loaded with snow masses. On the highest 
peaks only it is all snow and ice. Even in 
the jungles of India I have not seen 60 
dense a growth of trees and plants as along 
the west codst of Patagonia. We had a 
chance to go on shore every afternoon 
when we anchored for the night. Pushing 
our way into the country was, however, im- 
possible. The trees are evergreens, gener- 
ally. small, but so dense that you could 
waik on their tops on snow shoes. A bed 
of moss as deep as your waist covers the 
ground about them, and great ferns, with 
leaves as long as your arm, extend out in 
every bare and rocky spot. The ground is 
saturated with moisture. The mold and 
rotting wood of centuries covers it, and 
you sink in and stumble about more than 
you would in an Irish bog. It is only on 
the higher parts of the mountains that veg- 
etation ceases, and only there that the 
climate is such as to produce giaciers and 
perpetual snow. The icebergs which we saw 
in the channel came from these glaciers. 
They are among the great glaciers of the 
world, many of them surpassing, it is said, 
the largest glaciers of the Alps. In Tierra 
de] Fuego they line the channels in places 
with walis of ice a thousand feet high, and 
ships must sail carefully not to be struck 
by the icebergs which in chunks of a thou- 
sand tons and upward break off of them, 
With a noise like thunder, and fail into 
the sea. Icebergs often fill Smyth’s chan- 
nel, so that it is impossible to get through. 
This was the case lasi year, when one of 
the steamers was forced to go back and 
where the ship upon which I now am hal 
its bows crushed in by the icebergs. This 
giacial ice is not hke that in our rivers 
and lakes. It is as hard as a rock and ofa 
crystalline green. During our second day 
in the archipelago we stopped the steamer, 
lassoed an iceberg and towed it up to the 
Ship. It was a little berg, not bigger than 
a Washington city lot, but it was a beauti-

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as it went by. We saw half a 
whales in the uaifferent of the 
and now and then an albatross and gull. 
We had, however, a number of visits from 
the wild savages the Magellans, the 
naked Indians of Patagonian channels, 
wo are perhaps the least known of the 
wil? men of the worid. As far as I can 
learn, no ethnologist ever lived with 
them or made a study of them. They are 
different from the.Onas and Yaghans of 
Tierra del Ftego, among whom missilona- 
ries have worked, and several of whom 
were carried years ago to England. These 
Indians are known as the Alacalufes. 
here are, all told, only about 500 of them. 
They have no chiefs or tribal relations. 
Kkacnh family takes care of itself, living 
in its own carioe. They are strictly canoe 
Indians, who iive almost entirely upon the 
sea, and, who are fgund only in these 
straits and off the coasts of southern lata- 
gonia. They sleep sometimes on land in 
little wigwams three»feet high made by 
bending over the branhchés of trees and 
tying them together. Tey make a fire in 
front and crawl into them for the night. 
Their canoes are well constructed. They 
are fifteen or more feet long and about 
three or four feet wide, and perhaps twe 
feet deep. They are made of bark sewn 
together with sinew. They are cross-rib- 
bed, and so made that they can be easily 
paddled. In the center of each boat is a 
fire built on some earth, and about this 
sit such of the family ag are not paddling 
the boat. Queer-looking people they are. 
They wear no clothes whatever, in a state 
of nature, and are apparently comfortable 
amid the snows of winter, with ony a 
coat of seal or fish oil upon their skins, 
Since they have seen white men, however, 
they are glad .to get such clothing as 
they can beg, and they come about the 
Ships and ask for cast-off garments, food 
and tobacco. Some whom We saw were as 
naked as Adam and Eve before the fail. 
Others wore bitS of old clothes. 

One man, I remember, who was apparent- 
ly the head of the almost naked family in 
his canoe, had on only a short vest, open at 
the front, and a rag apron as big as a 
lady's handkerchief tied to a string about 
his waist. His favorite Wife, clad ina 
String of beads, In the boat near the 
fire, with a naked boy of two sucking his 
fingers as he leaned against her naked 
legs, and his other wife, a buxom girl in 
her teens, held a naked baby to her breast 
with one hand, while she paddled the boat 
with the other. 1 was shivering in my 
overcoat as I looked at these people, but 
they did not seem cold nor miserable. The 
children were fat. The young mother ip 
the end of the boat had on nothing but a 
cast-off sack coat, which she had thrown 
over her shoulders to partially cover her- 
self and her baby. As she paddled this kept 
falling off and her person and that of the 
baby were exposed. They were both plump. 
Both men and women were rather under 
than over-sized. They had faces somewhat 
like those of our Indians. The men’s faces 
were dirty, evidently from paint, and the 
naked brave in the vest had a thin black 
mustache. They had biack hair; that of 
the women long, but put up“in some way, 
and that of the men cut off so that it just 
covered the ears and fell down ina thick 
black fringe or bang over their eyes. The 
Skins were of a brown coffee color and all 
had very white teeth, which they showed 
again and again as they laughed. Their 
voices were not unpleasant and they mim- 
icked us as we called out to them. The 
man jin the vest had two or three other 
Skins, which one of the officers of the ship 
tried to buy. He would not come on board 
and the officer crawléd down the side of 
the ship above the boat and held on “there 
by a rope whiie he tried to make the trade. 
He had a big butcher knife in one hand, 
while he held on to the rope by the other. 
He wanted the savage to give him two 
skins for the knife, but the savage thought 
one was enough. The naked man would not 
give up the skin until he had the knife in 
his hand, and in the trade he displayed a 
wonderful shrewdness and ability to bar- 
gain. Of course neither, party could un- 
derstand the other, and neither would trust 
the other. The naked savage, however, got 
the best of it. The only things that can 
be used in trading with these people are 
bright: cloths, beads, tobacco and knives. 
They do not know the use of money and 
would rather have a jack Knife or a hatchet 
than a genuine gold brick. They were evi- 
dently afraid te come on board, and I am 
told they are by no means friendly to 
strangers and will kill them if they can 
attack them with safety. They use bows 
and arrows to defend themselves, although 
they do not hunt. The food for the family 
is usually got by the women, of -whom 
each man has one or more, as he can get 
them. The food consists of fish, mussels 
and of, now and then, a fox, seal or otter. 
The women fish with lines, but without 
hooks. A little chunk of meat is tied to the 
end of the line, and when the fish has 
swallowed this it is jerked into the eanoe. 
The Alcalufes are also fond of whale meat. 
and a dead whale, I am told, is cut in 
pieces and buried to be eaten in its various 
stages of decomposition as long as jt lasts. 
They understand what tobacco is and those 
we met were as anxious to get tobacco as 
food. They had but a few foreign words, 
one of which was “Frau Lehman.’’’ the 
term by which they designate all foreigners, 
and the two others, “gallatea,” the Span- 
ish word for sweet cakes, and ‘‘tabac,”’ the 


German for tobhaceo.

The Troops Mustered Out Have Their 
Tales of Woe. 


And Call for Some Reminiscences of 
the War That Was a 
War. 


For The Constitution. 

When I listen to the young soldiers who 
have been mustered out and hear the 
grumbling about the conditions and loca- 
tions of camps, it makes me smile, and 
I know that every old confederate smiles 
with me. 

But all this minds me of the frst camp 
Of soldiers I ever saw, end they, too, 
grumbled them, but they came to know 
What fools they were and of how little 
they knew of what the war was soon to 
be. This first camp had gocd tents with 
plenty ef straw and covering, and with, 
the boxes they received from their homes 
they lived about. as the grand United 
Stetes soldiers of today are living—they 
looked fine, walked proud and only had 
to do a little drilling every day to please 
the ladies and allow their cfficers to show 
off. 

But T saw that4egiment in another camp 
at a Cifferent tig.e, and if any one had 
told me that fousteen months would have 
made such a c¥ange I would never have 
believed it. On my first visit IT saw the 
lines of white tents looming up long be- 
fore I arrived at the place, and big fires 
were burning and cooking meats were 
smelling, and the well-dressed soldicrs 
were fat and joking and kicking up thetr 
heels like young fillies In playfulness, but 
my second visit was different, so different 
that it has impressed mre from that day 
ro this whenever it is called back to mind. 
They were at the “front’’ now—they were 
in the trenches, and as T passed over the 
hill I saw down in the valley what was 
called their camps. 

Dingy brown blankets or oilcloths were 
s‘retched over a bush that had been bent 
for the purpose, and little smouldering 
fires seemed to struggle with the cold 
mist that was falling. There was no 
emell of cooking meats, no rollicking men, 
but a stillness most like death and a se- 
rious desire forrest, sweet rest, even upon 
the ground with one small bjanket for 
everv two. 

It was good dark before I found the com- 
pany I was looking for. and from over a 
hundred they had shrunk to some eighteen 
or twenty. Tihese I found and they had 
gathered, for I had news from their homes, 
news from Georgia, and some of them 
cried while some stood stock still and only 
listened. TI had letters for many of them, 
and I shall never forget how eagerly they 
kneeled by the dim little flres and rend 
them over and over, and never will I 
forget how sad the ones looked for whom 
I had nothing—none but an o@d_ soldier 
ean understand thow 8ad it was to recelve 
nothing on an occasion like this. 

I was the hero upon that occasion if I 
never was before nor am ever to be again, 
and it is: hard to tell when I would have 
stopped talking if che rattle of guns from 
toward the trenches had not scared me 
so bad that I thushed. The report was 
soon spreading that the yankees were 
moving forward, and there was such a 
bustle among the soldiers in falling Into 
line that T didn’t know what else to do 
than to go a'onge with them, and go I 
did. At daylieht I found myself in what 
they called a ‘‘trench” and in front of the 
first line of bhattla I ever saw. 

I had been longing for daylight to come, 
for I thought our conditions worse than 
anything that could be, but when it had 
come I changed my mind and changed it 
quick. Just as it got light enough to see, 
a fellow pretty close to where I was said 
that he would freeze to death anvhow if 
he did not stir a little, and so he straight. 
ened himself and peeped over the bank in 
our-front. This was fatal to the poor 
fellow; he ra'sed his head most-too high 
and a ball ‘hit him zip, In a twinkling. He 
jvst dropped down tn the mud, give a f-w 
jerks and was dead, but the firht began. 
Our fellows then began to pick at tnmem, 
and before sun-up I wouldn’t have given a 
chew of tobacco for my chances—but I 
didn’t have to be to'd to keep down tn the 
trenah; T done 1 thout any telling. 

So it went all at day. The men In the 
trenches kept picking at each  oth- 
er and once and awhile the 
cannons would turn loose and big shells 
went squealing over us, which made me 
lay lower still, and when darkness came 
again I didn’t need any gu‘de to help me 
away from there. I went and went fast, 
but [ often think of the difference in the 
first camp I saw and of the camp upon 
this occasion, and it was the very same 
men, but they had been through things 
that they had never dreamed of -and | 
venture that they often thought of what 
fools they were for grumbling at the good 
fare at the commencement. 

It makes old folks tired to hear all this 
talk about the hardships’ of the late so!- 
diers. They have had no hardships and 
they don’t know what war is, and they 
ought to quit grumbling But let them 
grumble, there is none of it in our settle- 
ment at this time. The 'possums are ripe 
and more of them than we ever had before 
and the fattest. Besides the parties have 
begun and even as I write I can hear them 
tramping round in a ring-in Brown's big 
room, singing: 


“Tt rains and@ jt hails and it’s cold stormy 
weather, 

Along comes the fariner drinking all the 
cider; 

I'll reap the oats and it’s who will be the 
binder, 

I’ve lost my true love, but right here I'll 

. find her.” 


These little parties don’t cost much and 
the young people have such a nice time 
that but few odject to them, provided they 
can suppress Brown and his fiddle, which 
they do without very much trouble of 
late, as the blackberry crop was a fa‘lure 
and the oft? man finds it hard to get a sup-

ACTING INDEPENDENT 


New York Stocks Disregard Depressing 
Influences from London. 


THAT MARKET STILL SELLING 


-_---— o_o Se 


Offerings Well Absorbed at Advancing 
Prices—Stocks of Weste?n Hoads 
Were Well Bought. 


New York, October 22.—The stock mar- 
ket again showed itself independent of 
the depressing influence of Lundon and 
Europe except at the opening, when a 
few of the uttrnational st»ks were a:- 
lowed to fall below the London parity. 
The selling of stocks on foreign account 
made up a considerable proportion of the 
day's business and was we.! absorbed at 
advaa:ing prices. The buoyancy 1 tle 
wheat market made grain i auryiny rovds 
prominent on vVae mvvement, the buying 
vf Atchison securities, particularly (tne 
preferred, again occupying a conus" Us 
place. Bui the stocks of all the western 
roads were wei: bought and advair’ ia 
padice. Sugar ended its downward course 
very early and closed near the top with 
@ net gain of 1%, the underlying strength 
manifest in the market making the bears 
timid about leaving short contracts un- 
covered over Sunday. Tobacco was mark- 
ed up to 122% with every evidence of Vio- 
jent manipulation, and snorts were driven 
to cover heavily at every stage of the 
advance. Even ithe coalers showed the ef- 
fects of the uncertain temper .developed 
by the bears, and made recoveries on short 
offerings. The bank statement was just 
about as expected, and had little effect one 
way or the other. Tne gain in cash has 
been on imported gold and by the outgo 
from the sub-treasury and the heavy in- 
crease in loans of over $10,000 represents 
for the most part loans on sterling which 
is an element in the lending of money 
abroad. Tihe increase in deposits from 
this sOurce expended the reserve require- 
ments so far that the increased cash uonly 
served to raise the surplus by $38,750,775. 
Business in both stuck and bonds was well 
distributed and active, and the market 
showed a decided tendency to broaden out. 
The amount of business done was larger 
than tor any half day for sOme time. 

The market has shown a growing 
strength and activity as the week ad- 
vanced, and has fairly snaken off the je- 
thargy which even the long array of fav- 
orable factors in the situation has seemed 
powerless to awaken from. Even so phe- 
nomenal showing as St. Paul's 
for the second week in October, the larg- 
est in the road’s history and nearly $140,000 
over those of last year, served only to 
encourage a feeble resistence to the in- 
dustrious manipulation for a decline of the 
board from traders in stocks. It is a 
maxim of professional traders that a dull 
and sagging market for stocks is bound 
to produce a general reaction. The un- 
certainty of the European political situa- 
tion was cited as additiona] argument for 
a season of dullness and declines, but cu- 
riously enough the more threatening de- 
velopments of Buropean politics have, in- 
directly at least, given the stimulus to the 
stock market which enables it to shake 
off its torpidity. Tihe week's events in 
firancial circles have, in fact, given a 
striking demonstration of the strength of 
this country’s financial position, and its 
power to treat with indifference old worid 
developments. There has been nothing in 
the domestic situation which causes more 
doubts to financiers than the low price 
in prospect for wheat when the crop, tem- 
orarily held back, should come forward. 
But this week has seen the crop coming 
forward in unprecedented volume. Yet 
so keen has been the foreign demand for 
our product that the largely augmented 
primary movement has made put little im- 
pression on the visible supply. Even the 
domestic demand proves unexpectedly 
keen, indicating that the sweeping out of 
the world’s reserves by last year’s high 
prices had evidently left a void which our 
unprecedented crop was needed to fill. 
The latest news of the military and naval 
preparations in France, and today in Eng- 
ready enriched by last year’s bountiful 
land resulted in a feverish demand for 
wiheat which, if maintained, wouid mean 
tnealculable advantage to this country, al- 
harvest at the hig prices. The prosper- 
ity of the western country from this cause 
is conclusively demonstrated by the large 
westward movement of merchandise, which 
carried earnings of western railroads well 
above last year’s level even before the 
resumption of the grain movement. The 
week's recovery in stocks logically began 
therefore amongst those of tne western 
grain carrying roads, and owing to indi- 
vidual] causes Atchison preferred took a 
leading place in the movement. The money 
markets thave shown themselves equally 
impervious to the influence of the strin- 
gency existing at all European centers, 
the Bank of France being the last of the 
government-aided institutions to advance 
jts discount rate, which it did on ‘Tuesday 
from 2 to 8 per cent. Meantime the large 
. excess of our exports. over imports, which 
the grain and cOiton movement aided, had 
been making exchange, and instead ot 
drawing this, it has been lft at interest, 
mostly in Germany, to be liquidated in 
future. The money stringency and the 
War scare abroad have tarown not far 
from 100,000 shares of stock on the New 
York exchange for liquidation during the 
week, but these have been absorbed at 
advanced prices and money rates declin- 
ing. Foreign markets are known to be 
pretty wel] stripped of usual floating sup- 
ply of American securities. But the con- 
ceivable result in the event of actual war 
mn EKurope and the tapping for liquidation 
of the vast amounts of American securities 
held abroad for investment does not leave 
the situation free from uneasiness. 

The bond market has improved in sym- 
pathy with stocks as the week progressed 
and prices thave recovered from early de- 
pression.

Pastors---Sunday School Superin- 
tendents Extend a Cor- 
dial Invitation. 


Since the effort to modify the existing 
@ivorece canon has failed to meet with the 
Sanction of the triennial convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church of the United 
States, the matter must remain setiled 
for-the next three years at least: but such 
is the vigor and determination with which 
the champions of the proposed reform 
have sought to carry their point that they 
Will likely succeed sooner or later. In 
the recent fight they were defeated only 
by the most trivial majority and when the 
time rolls around for the next triennial 
convention they will probably be strong 
enough to win without much exertion. For 
the benefit of our readers who have rit 
kept up with the progress of the move- 
ment to modify the existing canon we will 
State that the existing canon which abhors 
the granting of divorces except for infi- 
delity permits the innocent party in such 
divorce guits to contract marriage for the 
Second time with the approval of the 
church; but the amendment offerea sought 
to prohibit the subsequent marriage of 
either party prior to the death of the 
other. Prolorged discussion followed the 
introduction of the matter into the pro- 
ceedings of the convention, but it was 
decided not to interfere with the existing 
canon for the present. Bishop Potter, of 
New York, wag the ieader of the opposition. 
He took the position that the existing ca- 
non was much better than the substitute 
offered and argued that while it did not 
reflect the most favorable conditions in 
the church, it was productive of less evil 
than could be reasonably expected of the 
substitute, 

Speaking of the proposed reform in the 
statutes of the church regulating marriage 
and divorce, some apparently well § in- 
formed writer in The New York Sun thus 
presents the matter: 

“The controversy is really between the 
party of sacerdotalism and the Protestant 
party of evangelicalism, re-enforced by the 
‘broad church’ or liveral element, and in 
essence it is the same as that which is 
arousing so intense a feeling in the Church 
of England. The sacerdotal party demands 
that marriage shall be made indissoluble 
for any cause, on the ground taken by the 
Roman Catholic church that marriage is 
&® sacrament. Its representatives in the 
house of bishops at Washington have used 
various arguments against diverce as so- 
cially injurious, but their real and serious 
opposition is due to that belief in them 
and to-their determination to enforce it 
in their church. One of these _ subsid- 
lary arguments, as presented by one of 
the party, is very striking. I[t is that no 
man ever marries a divorced woman with- 
out suffering great anguish of spirit event- 
ually, because of the thought that she 
has been in conjugal relations with a man 
still living, the certainty of that fact being 
more unbearable than even the suspicion 
of infidelity. Apparently, this clergyman 
spoke from knowledge acquired by him 
professionally; but if there are such feel- 
ings in the breasts of husbands of divorced 
women they are kept secret, and fear of 
them does not deter men in circles of so- 
clal cultivation or of fashion from taking 
such women aS wives; nor does it appear 
that they are unpleasant to the imagination 
of that society. The purpose of this clergy- 
man and of all others who bring up such 
sentimental objections to divorce, however, 
is simpiy to create a feeling in the church 
which would help along the sacerdotal par- 
ty by introducing into the canonical law 
a prohibition involving the reeognition of 
the sacramental character of matrimony. 
Bishop Potter and his school, representing 
the more liberal element of the church, 
brought up an objection to such a fradical 
change, which is likely to command ap- 
proval in the social circles to which we 
have referred. It is that if the church 
should now decree the absolute indissolu- 
bility of marriage and make complete di- 
vorce a violation of the Christian law, it 
would cast the stigma of adultery on many 
existing marriages of divorced Episcopa- 
lians. Such marriages, however, have oc- 
curred not infrequently where even the 
~present canon has been violated. Men 
and women who have obtained divorces 
for other causes than adultery, as allowed 
by the civil law of most of the states, 
have entered into new marriages without 
provoking social disapproval or, so far 
ag we have heard, ecclesiastical condem- 
nation. They go on their way, with their 
social position unaffected, and they move 
in society frequented by bishops and other 
clergy of the Episcopal church. Bishop 
Potter is reported to have argued that, if 
his church should pursue the restrictive 
policy urged by the sacerdotalists, it 
would run counter to social sentiment, and 
invite injurious consequences by driving 
away from it many who are now in its fold 
or under its influence; but the present re- 
striction of marriage to the innocent party 
to a divoree for Adultery does not seem 
to have that consequence, in the case of 
those who violate it by marrying again af- 
ter getting unopposed divorces for fictitious 
abandonment, cruelty, or what not. Some- 
times both parties to such a divorce marry 
new mates and all continue to be found 
in. the same social circle, the new wives 
and new husbands rubbing elbows with 
the old wives and oi@ husbands. If that 
ig possible under the ¢cOmparatively liberal 
canon as it is, would not this tolerated 
rebellion of inclination against the ecclesi- 
astical law be even more frequent if no- 
body could get married by the church af- 
ter having been divorced for any cause 
whatever?” 

While the attitude of the Protestant Epis- 
ecpal church of the United States toward 
the granting of divorces is one of pro- 
nounced opposition, except in cases of in- 
fidelity, the bishops of that church never- 
theless recogn ze the importance to society 
of uniform divorce laws. They take the 
position if divorces are granted in the 
United States the laws regulating them 
ought to be uniform in character. 
quote below some few expressions: 

Bishop Potter, of New York: “I am dis- 
tinctly and positively in favor of a uniform 
divorce law. It would prevent the possipill- 
ty of evading the law in some respect ‘or 
other by persons fradulently seeking di- 
vorces. It would tend to make marriage a 
more permanent institution. Such legisia- 
tion would be for all classes al ke and unl- 
formity alone would be desirable.’’ 

Bishop Coleman, of Dectaware: 


“On gen- 
eral principles I am an adyocate of a ont 


form law. It ig-fot only necessary, but im- 
perative’y demanded, I am unaliterably op- 
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posed to divorce upon any ground, but, if 
it is to ex'st, then it should be under vuni- 
form legislation, so to prevent fraud 
and collusion.”’ 

Bishop Coadjutor Gilbert, of Minnesota: 
“The divorce evil can be corrected only by 
uniform laws. There js so much contradic- 
tion between the statutes of the states that 
opportun ty for all kinds of frauds is offer- 
ed. D'vorces in certain states are not 
recognized in some others, and so on, the 
result being uncertainty that evil and 
destructive.” 

Bishop Kinso!ving, of Texas: 
s0n why I believe .n a uniform law is be-

“The concentration of the whole church

tion. The object of this department is two- 
fold—specifically, to make possible to 
working men a practical education; afid, 
in a general way to do what every other 
department of the association does, lead 
men into a personal knowledge of Christ. 
That the work along these two lines has 
been most intelligently planned, and that 
gratifying results have followed, is clearly 
shown in Secretary George B. Hodge's 
report for 18S$7-98. 

That the. association has large opportu- 
nities for work one is persuaded when he 
finds that 9% per cent of all the young men 
in the United States never enter the high 
schools, much less graduate from them: 
and a very small fraction of the 5 per cent 
entering high schools ever pass on to col- 
lege. Out of every.100 graduates of the 
srammar schools only eight succeeded in 
getting enough education to enter the 
professions or become experts in any sci- 
ence or trade; and the remaining 92 per 
cent must work with their hands, doing 
obediently what other men’s heads direct.
